In Peril 


Town Manager RichardJ. Bowen 
has an unusual problem to deal 
with these days---the design of 
a dog pound. 

Town meeting action a week ago 
created a dog control law, which 
necessitates construction of such 
a building, if it can be called 
that. 

Money has been approved for 
enforcement of a more liberal 
law dealing with this community’s 
canines. The leash law, approved 
a year ago, is still on the books 
but the more liberal law approved 
this year, awaits approval of the 
attorney general. 

Bowen said this week that he 
would advertise soon for appli- 
cants for a dog officer to en- 
force the new regulations. 

A simple change, through an 
amendment on the floor of town 
meeting, made the new law pro- 
posed this year, almost as strin- 
gent as the leash law. 

A dog can be picked up and im- 
pounded, if it is considered to be 
a nuisance. 

Meanwhile Bowen is making 
plans to possibly seek architec- 
tural assistance in the creation of 
a pound. The location would pro- 
bably be in the vicinity of the 
town’s sanitary disposal site. 

Approved in the budget for en- 
forcement of the new dog con- 
trol law is $23,900, as compared 
to $2,250 in 1968. 

Regardless of the opinion of the 
attorney general on the law ap- 
proved this year, the leash law, 
already approved a year ago would 
have to be enforced within the 
funds provided by the 1969 town 
meeting.

and junior high students. 

He also recommended involving 
students in meaningful activities 
outside the classroom - work- 
study programs in cooperation 


with local industry, student educa-- 
tion programs in which teenagers 


could tutor fellowstudents having 
difficulty with specific subjects, 
and community assistance and 
service projects - activities which 
he said Phillips Academy was 
finding valuable to its student body.

What Our 


A Lesson 


We Lies; apparently, i in an age of permissiveness, which 
may be beneficial in some areas, but not in others. 

Somehow, it appears that parents have lost control of | 
their youngsters in certain situations. 

We refer to the recent drug raids, here, in Andover, and 
in other communities. 

We understand that some of the young people were prob- 
ably innocent victims and for this must suffer adverse 
publicity. But the police in making arrests of this type, 
must do so on the basis that the persons present, knowing- 
ly are. aware that harmful or abusive drugs are present. ~ 

We have commented in the past on the dangers of abu- 
sive drugs, alcohol and tobacco. We commented at the time 
on parental respowsibility. We fail to shirk from that 
theory. 

A Boston television station announces late at night, the 
time, with the accompanying comment, ‘‘do you know 
where your children are.”’ 

This is a salient point. 

We admit that possibly a son or daughter going out for 
an evening, may innocently wind up at a party where drugs 
- or alcohol are prevalent. 

‘The ‘parent should know where and with whom hes son 
or daughter has been. See: 

The role of the parent today; may not be comparable to 
that of years gone by, but the responsibility remains the | 
same. 

Too much have we heard lately, of drug abuse, of teen- 
agers’ assigned to state hospitals for treatment of drug 
addiction. 


Too many times have we seen young persons intoxicated 
late at night wandering about in the streets. 

It is time for more parental control, in many areas — and 
we feel sorry for those who are afflicted with honest mis- - 
takes. 

The problem does not stop at the high school level, it 
goes down to the junior high population, where there has 
been evidence of drinking. 


Perhaps parents should examine their own use of 
alcoholic beverages -- both in the home and without. ‘The 
teenager is quick to draw an analogy between. a few puffs 
on a cigarette and a couple of martinis in the evening be- 
fore dinner to release the tensions of the day. 

We also recommend an examination of the family medi- 
cine chest. ‘Experience of law enforcement officers point 
to the fact that many medicine cabinets ‘‘pep’’ pills and 
emphetamines that are used by youngsters in the beginning 
stages of experimentation. 

Some problems we shall always have with us, others 
can be solved and controlled, if proper attention is given. 

That attention should not have to be promulgated by 
law enforcement agencies or public or private educational 
facilities. 

The problem starts at home —it should be curbed there. 


A Warning 


The proposed closing of Austin Preparatory schoo! in 
Reading should serve as a warming to communities such 
as Andover. 

The school currently serves the educational needs of 
almost 30 students from Andover. Other ‘Catholic schools 
in the area also have Andover students enrolled. 

There has been constant warning in recent years, that 
these institutions can not survive much longer, due to 
increasing costs, and also lack of vocations. 

The Austin announcement should serve as.a warning to 
communities that their school housing problems may, in 
short order be increasing. 

Rising costs are something which is facing all commu- 
nities, all businesses, and all private educational institu- 
tions. They are inescapable. 

The big problem with Catholic schools is the failure to 
attract young men and women into vocetions, The. various 
orders staffing the Schools do not command the salaries 
of that to be paid a lay teacher. 

In the years ahead, schools such as Austin Prep, would 
have to rely on lay teachers to offer a complete education, 
At the costs needed to provide for.a lay faculty, the 
school could not survive. 

This problem will continue to arise and it has been pre- 
dicted that in the foreseeable future, mamy elementary, or 
parochial, schools will have to be closed for the same 
reason.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

I’d like to get ‘straight in this 
letter some figures that I quoted 
incorrectly at Town Meeting Sat- 
urday in the course of a statement 
supporting the School Committee’s 
budgeted plan for 38 new teachers. 
My assertion that Andover’s per- 
pupil cost is lower than the state 
average proves to be out-of-date. 
It was based on an article in the 
Feb. 6, 1969 issue of the TOWNS- 
MAN which quoted the Andover 
per-pupil average as $585. (Pos- 
sibly this is last year’s average.) 

At the latest edition of YOUR 
SCHOOLS points out, Andover’s 
per-pupil cost is now $631,while 
the state average is $588. 

It may prove more sensible in 
any case to compare Andover with 
towns of a similar size and tax 
base. I offer these figures (1969 
figures from the State Depart- 
ment of Education) as being of 
possible interest to Andover 
voters. 

Andover spends $631 per stu- 
a student-cost per capita 
of total town population (22,000) 
of $206, Andover’s equalized val- 
uation per child is $25,998, andits 
school expenditures are $30 per 
$1,000. 

North Andover spends $604 per 
student, or $158 per capita of 
population. Its equalized valua- 
tion per child is $28,307, and its 
school expenditures $20 per $1,000 
of tax valuation. 

Lexington spends $806 per pupil, 
a cost of $293 per capita‘’of pop- 
ulation, with an equalized valua- 
tion per child of $24,149 and school 
expenditures $39 per $1000. 

Concord spends $764 per 
elementary student, or $286 per 
student per capita of total pop- 
ulation, with an equalized valuation 
of $25,538 and school expenditures 
of $34 per $1000. Carlisle spends 
$743 per elementary student, aper 
capita cost to the town of $297, 
with an equalized valuation per 
child of $28,671 and school ex- 
penditures of $29 per $1,000 of 
tax valuation. The cost per stu- 
dent at the combined C oncord-C ar- 
lisle four year high school is 
$979 per student. 

State and federal aid add from 
$114-$200 per child to local re- 

sources for the above towns, with 
all but Lexington averaging $120 
per child, 

Our tax rate may be high, but 
we still are not asking as much of 
ourselves in the way of school 
expenditures as similar towns. 
We can be proud that our school 
committee and educational per- 
sonnel are able to do so well 
with the tax money we allow them-- 
even if we are never completely 
satisfied.

incurred by the town as a result 
of the building of the complex. This 
was based on the 1968 tax rate of 
$31. For the proposed 1969 tax 
rate of $40, it was stated that the 
saving would increase to about $65, - 
000. As each $1 in the tax rate 
corresponds to about $180,000 in 
taxes to be collected, that would 
mean that this apartment complex 
would contribute about 36 cents to 
the payment of the total tax rate, 
thus, in effect, reducing the tax 
burden on the rest of the town by 
about a third of a dollar, or to 
about $39.64. 

It was after midnight when we 
arrived home from the Meeting. 
I was weary and retired immediate- 
ly. While in bed, I got to think- 
ing about what I had recently been 
reading 
of the newspapers, that ‘‘apartments 
were the wave of the future’’, that 
their coming was ‘‘inevitable’’. and 
that our suburban communities 
‘*must be prepared to accept them’’. 
Perhaps, after all, I mused, the 
action of the Town Meeting might 
have been wrong. If so, why not 
permit a big economy package cf 
three apartment complexes for a 
$1 reduction in the tax rate, and 
cut down what the rest of us had 
to pay to $39. 

Then my mind got whirling faster 
and I thought, if this is ‘‘inevita 
ble’’, 
now and get the ultimate benefit? 
If three complexes would give us 
a $1 tax relief, how many would 
it take to absorb the entire $40 
rate? Obviously, 40 times 3, or 
120. At 18 acres each, 120 com- 
plexes would take only 1,560 acres, 
and Andover has more vacant land 
than that available. What about the 


further expected increase of $6 more | 
for the 1970 tax rate? No problem | 


there; merely build another 18 com- 
plexes. 

At last we would have a solution 
to our local taxes - let apartment 
complexes pay them. What, then, 
were we waiting for? Zone the whole 
town for apartments, zone out all 
new single houses as causing ex- 
pense, and let’s have no further 
nonsense about saving open space. 
Hooray! No more real estate taxes 
to pay. Out slogan would be; ‘‘Come 
to lovely Andover, the apartment 
paradise of America’’......... 2 

‘‘Harold, Harold, get up; it’s time 
for breakfast.’”? I awoke with a 
start. ‘‘Helen,” I called to my 
wife, ‘‘Why did you disturb me? 
I was having such a wonderful 
dream!” Or was it a nightmare - 
a warning that we’d better continue 
to be on our guard?

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

At the final session of the Town 
Meeting on March 11, Article 48 
came up for consideration. That 
Article requested rezoning to per- 
mit the building of a ‘‘townhouse”’ 
apartment complex of some 105 
units. The Meeting decisively re- 
jected the Article by a vote of 242 
to 83, an action which was in line 
with the current, sometimes vio- 
lent, revolt which has erupted in 
our neighboring towns against fur- 
ther apartment construction.

Decisions Handed Down 


By Board Of Appeals 


A heliport, conversion of pro- 
perty to apartments, and a var- 
iance for an addition to a home 
received approval of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals this week, but 
a pony did not fare so well. 

The board approved the con- 
tinued use of property at the Shera- 
ton Rolling Green Motor Inn on 
Lowell street to be used as a 
landing pad for helicopters travel- 
ling to and from Logan Airport. 
The permit granted by the boardis 
a renewal. 

One abutter opposed the renewal 
at the hearing held in December. 
Atty. Robert Zollner, chairman of 
the zoning board, noted that the 
permit was granted originally for 
a year on a trial basis, and that 
little opposition had been presented 
at the renewal hearing. 

The present permit is granted 
through 1972, and stipulates limi- 
tations as to.take-off and landing 
times as well as size of the air- 
craft and number of daily flights. 

George J. Calantino, 404 Beacon 
St., Boston, received permission 
to convert property at 250 North 
Main St., to apartments. 


The petition had been previously 
disapproved, but was heard again 
in December. With certain con- 
ditions attached, the board granted 
the petitioner a special permit to 
convert a ‘‘mansion’’ building into 


four one bedroom units and seven 
two bedroom units. 

Ernest F. Bono,. petitioned for 
a variance to allow an addition on 
his home at Sandy Brook Circle 
and Shaw Drive. The permit, heard 
in February, allows the addition, 
which is mainly for health rea- 
sons for a member of the family. 
The addition would have been in 
violation of the setback require- 
ments, 

The petition for permission to 
allow the keeping of a pony on a 
lot containing less than five acres, 
was disapproved. 

The petition was. presented at 
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a hearing held in September by 
Gertrude Holt, 24 County Road, 

The pony was being kept on the 
property as a project of the peti- 
tioner’s daughter, but abutters had 
complained. 

The board felt that the continued 
keeping of the pony onthe property 
would be in violation of the zon- 
ing bylaws.

On Flouride 


The board of health has not as yet 
made any decision on flouridation 
of the water supply. 

The matter was subject of some 
debate Monday night by the select- 
men, when Sidney P. White asked 
the board to go on record to re- 
quest a delay in any decision on 
the matter. 

After White brought the subject 
up, Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen told the board that under 
current state laws, the local board 
of health may vote to flouridate the 
water supply, but within 90 days the 
citizens may petition for its re- 
moval which would then have to be 
on the ballot at the next townelec- 
tion. 

White commented on a report 
published in a national magazine 
and felt that no action should be 
taken on the flouride question at 
this time. 

He moved that any decision be 
delayed indefinitely, and received 
only the support of Selectman Wil- 
liam Stewart.
